By a stioke offoilune my father liad procur- 


ed me tin appointment as private seeielary to 
our very mighty relative tlie Marquis of Fair- 
lundi who was a uiembei ol'Lord Sterninouth's 
long-lived cabinet. 


lie was a young man and might have passed 


tnr my elder brother, for tliere was a (Unit fam- 
ily resemblance betw ecu us. He was twenly- 
sevnn years old, I twenty four ; but in poiutof 
staUne, Ijuild, and handsomeness—-SKI at least 
said the women—I had the advantage. Kor 
am 1 inclined to concede at starting that he had 
the iMitter head of the Iwo. lie was a cabinet

omrthmg concerning the lady and her strange 
ctions, strolled up the creek through a dense 
biest to the habitation of this singular being. 
On arriving in a very secluded spot, a little 
jovel was discovered. Meeting the lady and 
making onreirand known, we were invited to 
ake a seat. After some time x\e gathered 
he following paiticulars Irom her: About hlty 
i'ears ago a Mr. Nace came to this section of 
ie country from the West IndU Islands and 


married a German woman. A family of seven 
children was raised by them. About seventeen 
veai s ago Mr, Jf ace died and was interred near 
Doylestown. Mis. Nace and her daughter 
Sallie then took possession ofthe lint where we 
were sealed. Sallieinthe meantime was married 
to a man whose name she would not tell us, 
and raised a family of seven children. At tliis 
writing, three of them sleep in their graves 
ust back of the bouse, alongside ofthe old Mrs. 
Kace and three of her sons. • Sallie cannot be 
persuaded to leave the old homestead and the 
graves of her dear departed relatives; and she 
informs us that she feels more at home 
in her seclusion than she would if she were liv- 
ing in a prince's palace. We must not forget 
to mention that Mr. Nace was a full-blooded 
Indian, and the children have all that nature, 
which accounts for Saliie's willingness to remain 
in the forest. 
When asked what she did to 


gain a livelihood for herself and family, she re- 
plied that she would go down to Black's Eddy 
and wash for some ot the folks twice or three 
times a week, and the rest of the time ehe 
hunted and fished. She says she can use a 
rifle as well as any one, and as for catching fish, 
she lias no equal in the country. During tbe 
winter montbi, Mrs. Nace stays iu her but 
for weeks, and she is seldom seen about tbe 
neighborhood. Hundreds nf people go up the 
creek from this place to see her abode and man- 
ner of living, and all are welcome to her bom?? 
She speaks the English language very well, 
and is veiy communicative with all that call to 
see ber and her family. A number of benevo- 
lent gentleman from the city called on Mrs. 
Nace last summer and offers dlo take lier and 
ber familv away from tbe place and give them 
t borne nearer to tbe city, but she refused, and 
no amount of persuasion will prevail to induce 
her to leave her old 'homestead."
